SPAIN, GREAT BRITAIN, AND MOROCCO. 

Yesterday evening’s Gazette contains despatches from 
Lord John Russell and a declaration from the Spanish 
Government relative to the war with Morocco. On 
Sept. 22nd, Lord J. Russell instructed the British 
Ambassador at Madrid to say that her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment are bound to look to the security of the for- 
tress of Gibraltar, and he is required to ask for a decla- 
ration in writing of any intention of occupying Tangiers 
in a permanent manner. The Spanish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs replies, Oct. 6th, that Spain would not 
continue to hold Tangiers after a Treaty of Peace. 
Lord J. Russell writes to say that the British Govern- 
ment accepts with satisfaction this assurance. But a 
few days later Lord J. Russell again writes to Madrid 
and obtains from the Spanish Government the fur- 
ther assurance that they have no intention to 
occupy any point on the Morocco coast 
which would give Spain a superiority that would be 
dangerous to the navigation of the Straits; but Senor 
Gollints presumes that the Cabinet of London has no 
other object than to secure the safety of the interests of 
Great Britain, not in any manner to interfere in the 
contest which is about to be engaged in between two 
independent nations. This despatch is dated October, 
2ist, and closes the correspondence.

Arusoy Wixter Farr, Moxpay, Nov. 7.—This cele- 
brated old established fair, which is considered perhaps 
second to none in the great grazing connty of Meath, and 
which has been ever famous for the exhibition of prime fat 
cattle, store bullocks, sheep and hogs, came off to-day. Not- 
withstanding the late verv rainv weather the attendance of 
purchasers from a great distance was numerous, while the 
supply of stock was as usual large, and the quantity of 
animals on the whole fair. A great number of buyers 
arrived in Drogheda last night by the northern train, and 
posted off on cars thence to Athboy. The day was more 
favourable than any one could anticipate from the previous 
wild weather. The supply of good beef was tolerable, and all 
was readily bought upat figures fully equal to those obtained 
at the Drogheda fair on Monday last. The primest specimens 
went to three cuineas per ewt., in sink. Store cattle were in 
great attendance, and met a pretty ready sale, bullocks 
fetching from £9 to £12 per head. Springers and dairy cows 
of every kind were in average supply, and everything good 
was bough* up, the demand being keen. Prices for those 
worth quoting, £12 to £20. They sold remarkably well. I 
understand three or four first-rate springers were bought by 
Dublin dairymen at higher figures. Mutton in supply and 
demand, and prices for best wedder, 7d. per lb.; ewe, 6d. 
per Ib. The pig fair was as usual remarkably well supplied. 
Bacen ranged from 50s. to 528. 6d. per ewt. Stores. bacons. 
and in fact every kind sold well, the attendance of 
purchasers being good. Some splendid-looking animals in 
the horse department exchanged owners. The buying in 
every deecription of nags was brisk, more particularly in 
colts and fillies. The late severe weather indicates the ap- 
proach of a severe winter. The downfall of rain latterly was 
hardly ever exceeded at this time of vear, and the digging in 
of the potato grop was, as a matter of course, put a stop to. 
This mast be a great loss to those in the agricultural districts 
who have great quantities of thein in the ground; in fact, the 
loss is two-fold—that of time in the first place, and secondly, 
the tendency to rot while they remain in the ground. I re- 
gret to say that the disease, as far as it has yet developed 
itself. is double at least that of last vear. Nor is it in the 
ground alone that the disease is propagated, but also in the 
storing, if the utmost ution be not used. The potato 
crop this year, on the whole, will be both inferior to and 
much below that of last season. The old November fair of 
Slane, in this county, takes place to-morrow (Tuesday). A 
number of English and North of Ireland purchasers, who

PARMA. 

Letters which have been received from Parma an- 
nounce, agreeably to my most gloomy anticipations, 
that the Anviti trial is likely to prove an egregious 
failure, Not a few of the persons imprisoned have 
proved an alibi, and had to be set at liberty. Some of the 
individavls on whom the most suspicion falls are not to 
be found; proofs can be brought against no man; 
witnesses throw the blame on peasants and men be- 
longing to the lowest rabble, of course, unknown to 
them. It is, in short,” the correspondence concludes, 
“next to impossible that any of the offenders can be 
brought to justice.” The only criminal that is to suffer 
tor the whole people is the Colonna della Piazza, the 
great central milestone, on which, on the 5th of this 
month, Anviti’s head was laid, with shouting and 
dancing, by the mad populace, and which, as Farini had 
informed me, must, by a decree of Town Council, come 
down as a colonna infame, so that the very place it rose 
upon shall show no trace of it. This is the magnani- 
mous resolution to which the municipal authories have 
been brought by Farini, besides a self-glorlfying address 
contrasting but too oddly and sadly with the ignomini- 
ous silence and inactivity to which they, no less than 
the National Guards, kept themselves for full ten days 
after Anviti’s murder. 

Since I left Parma nothing has been done towards 
carrying into effect the disarmament of the people ; so 
that Farini’s decree remains a dead letter. Although 
Farini may have reason to complain of the supineness 
and pusillanimity of the citizens of the upper classes 
throughout this melancholy affair, he will not deny that 
one of them, an exile, long a resident in England, offered 
to take the command of four gendarmes, and, at their 
head, proceed to the houses of the most riotous rabble, 
and effect the djsarmament or perish in the attempt. 
The example of one man would certainly have aroused 
‘the emulation of many more. But Farini took that 
offer into no account, perhaps because he had been, by 
the timid men about him, inoculated with the belief that 
any attempt at the coercion of an armed people would 
be attended with civil bloodshed.—Letter from Florence.

The Lecturer commenced by saying---Gentlemen, 
as Senior Surgeon of the Adelaide Hospital, it devolves 
on me to deliver the intro ſluctory lecture at the opening 
ot this our second session. I wish it had fallen to the 
lot ot some of my colleagues, who, I am convinced, would 
do more justice to the subject than I fear I may be able. 
Before addressing myself to this important duty, I wish 
to say a few words relative to our noble institution, for 
noble I must call it, originated and carried into a suc- 
cessful existence by the exertions and voluntary con- 
tributions of individuals anxious to supply for their

may be called on to go forth to practise their profession 
in any part of the world, and may be placed in positions 
of difficulty, where, without having the opportunity of 
consulting or advising with others, they will require 
to exercise decision, courage, and all the qua- 
lities requisite to make a first-rate medical 
practitioner. Should we fail to im the best 
and soundest practical knowledge of his profession, 
then the errors and mistakes he may commit—perha 

causing an amount of evil fearful to contemplate—will 
most justly be attributed to us, and we shall become the 
responsible parties ; but if, on the contrary, by our con- 
stant care and attention, we succeed in imparting a tho- 
rough, sound knowledge of the profession to our pupils, 
then we feel we have done our duty, and conterred a biess- 
ing on the people of whatever country or clime our pu- 
pils may be called upon to practise in. The basis of 
medical science is a thorough knowledge of man’s nature. 
It requires much time, experience, and observation, to 
arrive at the knowledge of that nature, without which 
we cannot attainto a knowledge of the laws which re- 
gulate the human economy; and, unless these 
be ascertained, we ever move in the midst of 
perplexities, and all our practice becomes both 
uncertain and unsafe. This knowledge can 
only be perfectly attained by a constant atten- 
dance at the bedside, where you will have op- 


portunities of observing the different forms of disease, 
and thus arrive at a thorough knowledge of medical sci- 
ence, the end and aim of which isthe benefit of mankind. 
To use the words of a celebrated historian and moral 
philosopher, “ It is a short way of being useful to 
many; and the cases are rare in which independence 
is not the reward. The desire of independence is a com- 
mendable and proud principle, and should be fostered by 
every means in our power. It elevates the wind, in- 
cites us to exertion, and strengthens our energies ; while, 
on the contrary, dependence fetters the spirits. weakens 
the elasticity of the mind, and clogs our noblest efforts, 
breaking down the energies of the heart. Desirable as 
independence is, it derives additional value from 
the channels through which it is attained, 
and is never more highly prized than 
when it is the fruit of cultivated intellect, com- 
bined with energy, and the exercise of those kindly 
dictates of the heart which impart happiness to all 
around, conferring blessings the influence of which so- 
ciety sensibly feels and gratefully acknowledges, and for 
the exercise of which no profession offers a greater field 
han ours. Now, gentlemen, to arrive at the knowledge 
of medical science, and through it at independence, you 
must commence from the day you decide on devoting 
yourselves to the profession : you must not lose one 
moment of your time. It may be, my young friends, that 
you have not considered what time is, and how great 
a blessing it must prove if properly employed; you 
may not have reflected how much your prospects and 
future position in life depend on the manner in which 
you employ your earlier years, and seize upon 
the opportunities offered to gain that knowledge, 
imbibe those principles, and acquire those habits, 
which may earn for you such a place in society as the 
good and wise would desire, with the laudable anxiety 
to distinguish yourselves from the masses. It is a matter 
of great importance that you lay this to heart, and let not 
the time and years for improvement be trifled with : they 
are now your own ; they are now at your disposal ; they 
will too quickly pass away, and, alas ! too frequently 
leave nothing but a wreck behind. It isa sad, very sad 
sight, to see youth consumed in idleness, its pliancy 
distorted by the influence of oppressive indolence, and 
to find the mind so overcome by torpor as to shrink 
from anything thar 
sicken at the idea of moderate occupation. ‘To ensure suc- 
cess,your plans must be fixed from the moment you enter 
on your profession. Remember at some future time, you 
expect to move amidst the bnsy scenes of life you will then 
be surrounded by a crowd of eager competitors, and 
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will have to make your way, each by his own exertious 
through the interruptions they will offer, and the ob- 


stacles they will oppose to your progress. 
impediments you must be prepared to over- 
come, if you aim at success. You may 
not stand still; you must advance, to avoid being borne 
down by the eager crowd pressing on from behind. 
Young as you are, if you only look around, you must 
perceive that the misuse of time is not only the 
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waste of a precious treasure, but the source of many of | 


the disappointment of many of the so-called misfortunes, 
and of all the disorders and distractions of life. 
desirable, nay absolutely necessary, for those engaged in 
any undertaking to comprehend precisely and distinctly 
the nature and value of the object they wish to attain. 
Your object should be a perfect knowledge of medical 
science, and through it independence. In order that 
you may derive the greatest value for the time you will 
attend our classes, the medical officers of the hospital 
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have left nothing undone to supply the student with 


opportunity for clinical instruction; and 
the committee have liberally and indefati- 
gably seconded our exertions. We have car- 
ried out one matter which, in my opinion, will 
be a great benefit; an opinion formed during the time | 
was myself a pupil, feeling, as I did, the great loss the 
pupil anxious for full practical information of his pro- 
fession laboured under—I mean a residency in hospital. 
In this the foreign hospitals have long set us an example. 
As a resident, the pupil has an opportunity of acquiring 
a practical knowledge of his profession, being frequently 
called on to act on his own unaided judgment in sudden 
emergencies from cases of accidents or sudden attacks 
of illness brought to the hospital. He also obtains an in- 


every 


sight into hospital details which he cannot otherwise 


acquire. These become most valuable in after life, 
making himan efficient medical officer, and distinguished 
in his profession. In order to develope this 
benefit to the fullest extent, a house communicat- 
ing with the hospital has been taken and fully 
furnishei, in which the pupil may 
himself, upon giving satisfactory proof to the medical 
board of his previous good conduct, his anxiety to de- 
vote himself to the diligent study of his profession, and 
his determination to observe the rules we have laid 
down for -its government, and which must be strictly 
conformed to. For the general body of pupils we have 
supplied every means for imparting full information. All 
the apparatus for chemical analysis of the urine, &c., is 
open to them, and their examination is constantly per- 
formed in the wards of the hospital, both by the physi- 
cians and surgeons. The pupils are also instructed 
in the use of the stethescope and microscope. 
We havea large collection of drawings, &c., to illustrate 
disease; and attached to the hospital is a small but com- 
modious operating theatre, not far from which is another 
for making post mortem examination, to which you 
cannot devote too much attention. But to derive all 
the benefit that can be obtained from a mortem 
examination, you must have carefully watched the 
case, through all its various stages, while in hospital, 
and noted down your diagnosis. Then, the examination 
after death tests your accuracy, and points out your 
mistakes, should you have made any. Otherwise, my 
friends, I fear constant attendance at post mor- 

tem examinations may only be the means of leading

Now, the chemist 
resembled the engineer, inasmuch as he could not be 
regarded as perfect in the science if he were ignorant of 
all its modus operandi. After some further observations 
with reference to the great success of the society, his 
lordship brought his most interesting address,which was 
delivered extemporaneously, to a conclusion amidst loud 
applause.

Professor Cameron delivered a lecture On Vegetable 
Nutrition and the Respiration of Plants, in which he de- 

tailed the results of a large number of experiments 
which he had made in connexion with this subject, and 
from which he deduced the following conclusions: — 1st. 

That the food of plants must be in either a teleoxidic (ox- 
idised) or in a statical condition. 2nd. That no deoxidat- 
ing process of any kind goes on in the animal economy. 
The professor exhibited the apparatus in which the 
plants he experimented on were confined, and in which 
they could be placed ia artificial atmospheres, and sub- 
jected to the influences of various gases and liquids. It 
was aremarkable fact, that though the elementary con- 
stituents of plants were oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, and 
carbon, yet that not one of these elements per se could 
be assimilated by plants. Were such the case, two of the 
elements of the food of plants would be presented to 
them in great excess, and would, no doubt, prove 
highly injurious, instead ot beneficial, to them.

Shahzadah Mahomed Shah, one 
of the sons of the ex-Ding of Delhi, and Jacoob Mahomed 
Khan, have been arrested in Centfal India, and sent to 
Moulmein, where they are to live under surveillance, 
the Thahzadah to be allowed 106 rupees a month. The 
former Tahsildar of Nanpara has been apprehended and 
brought into Baraitch, where he is kept in close con- 
finement. It is said that he has to account for some 
20,000 or 22,000 rupees which were in his tah- 
silli when the mutiny broke out. Of Feroze Shah we 
have no precise news. It is said that when he joined 
Tantia rás cs a faguir gave him a cap and staff, and 
told him should be King of all India. Ile has lost 
his insignia, but in his lonely jungle wanderings is said 
still to pray for the fulfilment of the prophecy. There 
is to be a petty campaign in Bundelcund this cold 
season, conducted by Brigadier Wheler. These rebels 
are very paltry, but troublesome, and have now been 
joined by Feroze Shah, and about 400 mutincers who 
crossed the Dusesaun after having been attacked by 
Colonel Nott, as narrated in our last summary. Bundie- 
cund being almost all jungle, and the principal resorts 
of the rebels being hill as well as jungle, it may be a 
difficult matter to punish them. : 

“The trampery sum of 56,000 rupees has been levied 
on Agra on account of plunder taken during the dis- 
turbances. Rewards are dealt out on a very different 
scale. ‘Lhe Terai, and the country lying between the 
Raptee and the hills, are to he made over to Nepaul, ij: 

‘The boundary line is to be 
the same as that which existed previousto the Oude 
treaty of 1849. ‘This very tract, now to be made over 
toa State that has grossly humbugged us, if it have 
not been actually treacherous, was valued by us, when 
we made it over to Oude in 1816, as worth a million 
sterling. It includes some considerable villages, and 
large tracts of very fertile land. In it, moreover, is 
situated nearly halt the Rajah of Bulrampoor's estate, 
so that when the transfer is made the Rajah will 
become the double subject both of our Government and 
that of Nepaul.”

What was clamoured against then was singing and 
musicin the service of God, and the service of God in 
vestments which were appropriate to their peculiar 
offices. ‘ihe murder of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and of the King followed, and he could not help think- 
ing that such things might occur again, when he 
heard of the violence and the fierce gnashing of teeth 
with which the servants of God had been met. 
He believed that those who had desecrate! the 
church were not inhabitants of the parish; but at 
the same time he was greatly disappointed that so 
few had raised up their hands in support of the duc- 
trines of the Church to which they adhered. He should 
ever regard these thinge with a feeling of humiliation 
and sadness, and yet with joy and thankfulness that 
they were again permitted to worship Almighty God in 
thetr parish church. However long he might be per- 
mitted to continue the rector of that parish, he should 
never enter the walls of that church without a feeling 
of shame on account of the gross outrages which had 
been committed there. These services henceforward 
would be conducted without those Eucharistic vest- 
ments which were familiar to them. He could never 
again put on those beautiful robes, and henceforth, there- 
fore, they must worship God in that holy sacrifice in the 
garb of humiliation. Ile then announced thatgfor the 
future, the Holy Communion would not be administered 
on Sundays in the church ; but that the administration 
would take place on ‘Tuesday and Thursday mornings, 
at 8 o'clock. 

The Bishop of London's decision was, that the afier- 
noon lecturer’s service should take place at half past 
three, and that the rector’s afternoon service should 
precede it. Accordingly, Mr. King fixed his service 
for a quarter before three, at which time the church 
was overflowing. When the rev. gentleman appeared 
with his choristers in the church, a loud, determined 
shout of disapproval burst forth. Unmoved, however, 
by this violent demonstration, the rev. gentleman kuelt 
before the altar and went through the Litany service. 
He was hissed, hooted, and yelled at during the whole 
of the service, and at its close made his way with 
difficulty to the vestry, from which in a few minntes 
afterwards the Rev. Hugh Allen came, habited in a 
surplice, without either hood or stole, and performed the 
second service. 

The seven o'clock service was suspended by desire 
of the rector, and contrary to the wishes of the church- 
wardens. At half- six the bells were rang and the 
church was lighted up. At this time there were be- 
tween 300 and 400 people outside

following bodies, though containing the elements of the 
food of plants, because they are in an unoxidised or 
constrained state :—Carbonic acid, protoxide of nitrogen, 
cyanogen, soluble organic matters contained in soils. 
These, and many other interesting facts were detailed 
by the professor, in explaining that no deoxidating 
processes took place in the animal economy. He said that 
those were exclusively the functions of vegetables; that 
the latter organised mineral matters, whilst the former 
disorganised organic structures. Even the formation of 
fat by animals, trom the starch contained in their food, 
is produced hy the latter losing a portion of its oxygen. 
Professor Cameron, at the close of his address, was 
warmly applauded. 

The President complimented the professor on his 
lecture, the statements contained in which were of a 
most interesting and important character. 

Professor Galloway read a paper by Mr. Edwin Noble, 
student in the laboratory of the Museum of Irish In- 
dustry, on Mene’s method of estimating silver in argen- 
tiferous galena. By the old method the argentiferous 
lead was capelled to obtain the silver it contained. 
Mene's method consists in boiling the ore in dilute 
nitric acid, afterwards filtering the solution, and to the 
filtered liquod ammonia in excess, which precipitates 
the lead, but retainsthe silver in solution. ‘To the am- 
moniacal solution, after filtering, is added a mixture of 
hydrochloric and nitric acis in excess; the silver is 
precipitated from its solution as chloride, and in this 
state is weighed. Mr. Noble made four estimations of 
silver in this way on a specimen of lead ore, and four 
estimations of the proportion of silver iu the same spe- 
cimen by capeliation. By Mene's process he obtained 
only one-fourth of the amount of silver which the pro- 
cess of capellation afforded. Meue's process, therefore, 
affords the most incorrect results. 

l’rofessor Cameron said that it was a matter of great 
importance to test the value of any newly-proposed 
method of analysis before it was generally adopted, and, 
therefore, the experiments, the results of which had been 
detailed in Mr. Noble's papers, were of importance, inas- 
much as no one who had heard of them would be in- 
duced to abandon the old and sure method of estimating 
silver by the process of capellation for the more expe- 
ay but far from accurate, method proposed by
